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McNUTTS SALARY BILL 
Go v . l\|cNutt’s salary reduction bill for all 
to wns and cities in Indiana has been intro­ 
duced in the state assembly , and will more than 
likely pass under the susp ension of rules before 
the sessio n adjourns. 
The g ov ernor has re-classified all towns and 
cities and made adjustments of salaries on a 
p op ulation basis. While p robably there is need 
fo r adjustments in many cities, y et the p rop osed 
bill sho ws clearly that McNutt is not acquainted 
with city g ov ernment. 
Under the p rop osed bill, Rushv ille would be 
p laced as a fifth class city , and the p op ulation 
schedule of from 5 .000 to 7.000 p eop le would 
ap p ly . The salary rate would be $900 for the 
may or, the office of clerk and treasurer would 
be combined at $1,200; the attorney would g et 
$500, 
counciimen S100 and county auditor for 
services to the civil city $75 . 
Unless there are ex cep tions to the bill, it would 
be considerably unbalanced as far as Rushv ille 
is concerned. Any city , reg ardless of the p op ula­ 
tion, which owns and op erates a water and lig ht 
p lant, should be p laced on a different scale from 
o ne which does not hav e these utilities. 
Any former city official in Rushv ille will tell 
y o u that if the water and lig ht p lant did not 
ex ist here, the business of the city could be car­ 
ried on with g reater ease and by far much less 
work. The p rop osed bill of Mr. McNutt would 
then fit in under the p op ulation basis. 
The office of the clerk and treasurer, should 
not be combined in a city where there is a water 
and lig ht p lant. A double check is needed. You 
would not consider combining the offices of 
county treasurer and auditor, because these two 
offices check ag ainst each other. The same is 
true in Rushville — the clerk and treasurer must 
check. 
The city treasurer and clerk in Rushv ille han­ 
dle during the course of the y ear almost half as 
much money as the county officials. The p ro­ 
p osed bill will g ive to one official the entire cus­ 
tody of the city ’s funds. The p rop osed bill p ro­ 
vides $75 to the county auditor, who would be 
used as a collecting ag ency 1 or all Barrett Law 
assessments in the city . This is a needless ex p en­ 
diture as far as Rushville is concerned. 
McNutt’s bill no doubi would work out in 
Greensburg . Franklin, and other cities where the 
city 's business concerns only ev ery -day affairs, 
but it would net be accep table to Rushville where 
a water and lig ht p lant, ap p raised at almost a 
million dollars, must be op erated by cap able and 
well p aid officials.

stop it after it has already been contracted. To j 
know what to do one should first know the dif­ 
ference between mere stuffiness of the nose and j 
real cold. Stuffiness of the nose is caused by sur­ 
face chilling . It is due to a temp orary v ascular 
eng org ement of the mucous lining and it usually 
ceases as soon as the surface is ag ain warmed. I 
The real cold known to the medical science as 
“cory za'’ or “rhinitis” is a sp ecific infection. It 
can be caused by imp ure air, imp ure food, ex cess 
in diet or by contact with another p erson who is 
so infected.
